E-Commerce Server Through A unique 
URL. The Data Packet Informs The 
Merchant's Server Of The Products And 
The Desired Quantities The Shopper Is 
Shopping For, Who The Shopper Is And 
The Type Of Terminal 



Shoppers Can Price Shop Merchants 

By Selecting The HOME Option To 
Return To The SAP. The SAP Would 

Regenerate The list Of Merchant 
That Sells What The Shopper Has In 

Their (Adjusted If Products Were 
Purchased) Active Shopping Ust. The 
SAP would Then Download The Ust 
Of Merchants To The Shopper's 

Terminal Where The Shopper Can 
Select Another Merchant.

Only Shoppers That Haves Not

Setup Utility, And Are In The 
Merchant's Serviced Area Will
